On Wednesday, January 21, 2004, at about 1215 hours, Sergeants Elier Morejon and William Hines 
along with Lieutenant Rickey Jennings of the Internal Affairs Bureau responded to the Bank of the 
West, 27011 McBean Parkway, Valencia, regarding a Deputy Involved Non-Hit Shooting involving 
Santa Clarita Valley Station personnel. 


The summary of this incident is based on information obtained from interviews of the involved 
employees and witnesses.

INVESTIGATOR OBSERVATIONS: 


The location of the shooting was on McBean Parkway, Valencia. It is a business area with a large 
apartment complex on the same street across from the bank. Refer to Exhibits S-Photographs of 
the area 


WEAPONS USED BY DEPUTY PERSONNEL: 


Deputy Wood fired three rounds from his duty weapon: Beretta 9mm Luger Caliber, Model 92FS, 
double action semiautomatic pistol, Serial Number BER040310Z 


The weapon was examined, test fired, and found to be functional by Firearms Examiner Patricia 
Rines. Refer to Exhibit I-Firearms Examiner Report 


WEAPONS USED BY SUSPECTS: 


Two weapons were recovered: Bryco Arms,” 9mm, semi-automatic, stainless steel, black plastic 
grips, containing five live rounds(recovered in a drainage pipe inside the apartment complex)., 
“Taurus,” revolver, 6 inch, containing five live rounds. (Recovered by Deputy Sherfey)

On January 23, 2004, the Deputy D.A. reviewed the facts of this case and agreed to file one count 
each of 182 (A)(1)-Conspiracy, 664/211 P.C.-Attempt Robbery,496(A) P.C.-Receiving Stolen 
Property, 10851aCVC-Taking Vehicle without Owner’s Consent and 12025 (A)(2) P.C.-Possession 
of Loaded Firearm on each suspect. Newhall Superior Court Case No. PA043885 


On February 20, 2004, both suspects plead no contest to Conspiracy and Receiving Stolen Property 
charges and were sentenced to six years in state prison. They are currently serving their sentence. 


LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS: 
This incident occurred during the daylight hours. The weather was cool and clear. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE’S STATEMENTS: 


DEPUTY MARK WOOD 


Deputy Wood was interviewed by Internal A ffairs Bureau investigators on January 21, 2004, at 1904 
hours at Santa Clarita Valley Station. Deputy Wood chose to speak with investigators without an 
attorney or representative. Additionally, the interview was audio taped and summarized as follows: 


Deputy Wood told Internal Affairs Bureau investigators that at the time of the incident, he was 
assigned to Santa Clarita Valley Station. He was working a one person unit on day shift in Unit 62A. 
Deputy Wood has been working at Santa Clarita Station for approximately sixteen years. Deput 
Wood was in short sleeve class A uniform and complete Sam Browne. He started his shift at| 
hours. 


Deputy Wood responded to the “Bank of the West” on Magic Mountain Parkway regarding a silent 
robbery alarm call. Deputy Wood responded to the call from the station. Deputy Wood positioned 
his radio car on the southeast corner of Magic Mountain Parkway and Town Center Drive. This 
position enabled Deputy Wood to contain the rear of the bank. Deputy Wood said he heard Deputy 
Jackson (handling unit) say that he could see two male blacks inside the bank. Deputy Wood said 
that not knowing how many units were with Deputy Jackson he drove his car across the street and 
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into the parking lot where the bank is located. Deputy Wood said that because of Deputy Jackson’s 
observations, coupled with с now believed a bank robbery 
was occurring or was about to occur. Deputy Wood exited his vehicle and drew his handgun. He 
walked towards the bank along side the business’ located on the same side of the bank. He saw an 
empty radio car in front of him, who he believed belonged to Deputy Jackson. As Deputy Wood 
walked toward the bank he met up with Deputy Sherfey. Deputy Wood and Deputy Sherfey walked 
towards the bank together. Deputy Wood said as they approached the bank, he thinks he heard over 
the radio or heard someone yell that the suspects had exited the bank and were running towards 
Magic Mountain Parkway. He said he never saw the suspects exit the bank. Deputy Wood said he 
ran past the front entrance of the bank and continued around the east side of the bank onto Magic 
Mountain Parkway. 


‚ Deputy Wood said as he reached the north sidewalk of Magic Mountain Parkway he saw a Black 
male figure in a plaid gray type sweater running toward an apartment complex across Magic 
Mountain Parkway. Deputy Wood said that because the suspects ran from the bank and his 
knowledge of the prior armed robbery at the same bank, same time and same suspect description, 
it was his believe that these particular suspects were armed. Deputy Wood, seeing that this suspect 
was now separated from his crime partner and probably in a panic mode, believed him to be 
extremely dangerous. Deputy Wood watched the suspect as he ran toward a gate which leads into 
the apartment complex, which Deputy Wood’s knows to be locked at all times. The suspect reached 
the gate and he raised his left hand as if to scale the fence. Deputy Wood saw a white shinny object 
in his left hand which he immediately recognized as a gun. (Bryco Arms,” 9mm, semi-automatic, 
stainless steel, black plastic grips, containing five live rounds) 


Deputy Wood believed that these two suspects had just committed a robbery. Knowing the two 
suspects had separated from each other, probably in a panic and was about to enter a large 
apartment complex, Deputy Wood believed in his mind that this suspect was about to turn around 
and fire at him, fire upon other deputies or innocent civilians. Deputy Wood thought that if the 
suspect entered the apartment complex he would attempt to carjack a resident or take someone 
hostage. Deputy Wood said that in fear of his life and everyone else’s life he stopped and in an effort 
to eliminate the threat he pointed his gun at the suspect and fired three rounds from his Beretta. At 
this time the suspect’s left hand came back down near his waist. Immediately both hands came up 
and the suspect scaled the fence and ran into the apartment complex. Deputy Wood ran across the 
street and looked through the gate and did not see the suspect. Deputy Wood took a containment 
position along with other deputies on Magic Mountain Parkway. A short time later, Deputy Wood 
said he learned that the suspects had been captured by assisting deputies. 


During follow-up questions, Deputy Wood said that during the shooting he had a clear view across 
Magic Mountain Parkway. He said he had a clear view of the suspect. There was absolutely no one 
in the way, no cars on Magic Mountain Parkway, no pedestrians and no deputies. Deputy Wood said 
that he saw a radio car and a white Taurus driving westbound on Magic Mountain Parkway near the 
corner of Town Center Drive during the shooting but in no way were they in the line of fire of his 
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rounds. Deputy Wood said as he joined Deputy Sherfey he never heard him give the suspects any 
orders. Deputy Wood’s did not see any deputies in the parking lot besides Deputy Sherfey.

IAB NOTE: Deputy Wood did not put out over the radio that he had been 
involved in a shooting. He said, “ I was amped up, pumped up, that is the only 
reason I did not say I was involved in a shooting.” Deputy Wood said looking 
back at it now, “I learned a valuable lesson and should have advised the other 
deputies in the containment that I had been involved in a shooting.” Deputy 
Wood said after they caught the suspects he located Sergeant Olford and told 
him about the shooting, this was approximately fifteen minutes after.

Deputy Sherfey told investigators that he was working a one man car, Unit 64T1. Deputy Sherfey 
has been assigned to Santa Clarita Station for approximately five years. Deputy Sherfey said he was 
at the station when he heard a “silent robbery alarm” call come out over the radio. The location was 


the “Bank of the West” on Magic Mountain Parkway. Deputy Sherfey said he knew that location 
because there was a briefing concerning the 
Deputy Sherfey heard Unit 64 (Deputy Jackson) 


coordinating units to the bank. Deputy Sherfey responded and positioned himself next to a dry 
cleaners on the corner of Town Center Drive and Magic Mountain Parkway. As he slowly entered 
the parking lot going eastbound, a lady approached him and told him that she had just exited the 
bank and the manager told her to call the police because there were two male blacks inside the bank 
acting suspicious. 


Deputy Sherfey said that due to the fact the] 
he believed that a robbery was taking place. 


Deputy Sherfey parked his car about four stores west of the bank, looked around the parking lot for 
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any possible get away vehicles and or additional suspects. He took a position behind a stucco pillar 
west of the bank. Deputy Sherfey said as he stood at the pillar he saw a male black exit the bank. 
Deputy Sherfey pointed his gun at the male black and ordered him to show his hands. Deputy 
Sherfey said that the male black looked a bit confused and continued walking around. Deputy 
Sherfey saw two additional units arriving from the north who he recognized as Unit 64 (Deputy 
Jackson) and Unit 61T1 (Deputy Phares). As they were pulling in, the second suspect walked out 
of the bank. Deputy Sherfey knowing the other units were also there felt more comfortable and 
ordered both suspects to put their hands in the air. Deputy Sherfey said that he lost sight of one 
suspect as the other continued walking around while starting to put his hands up. He then lost sight 
of the second suspect as well. Deputy Sherfey saw Deputies Jackson and Phares running towards 
the suspects and heard someone yell, “their running.” Deputy Sherfey started to run as well and ran 
in front of Deputies Jackson and Phares. As Deputy Sherfey ran southbound on the east side of the 
bank an onto the north sidewalk of Magic Mountain Parkway, he saw the two suspects running 
across Magic Mountain Parkway. As Deputy Sherfey came onto Magic Mountain Parkway he saw 
a radio car with Sergeant John Bomben driving westbound on Magic Mountain Parkway. He said 
Sergeant Bomben continued driving westbound on Magic Mountain Parkway towards Town Center 
Drive, where he made a u-turn. Deputy Sherfey saw the male black wearing a light tan shirt, who 
was now about at the center median of Magic Mountain Parkway, toss a gun (“Taurus,” revolver, 
6 inch, containing five live rounds) with an underhand motion toward the south sidewalk of Magic 
Mountain Parkway. Deputy Sherfey said he was still at the north sidewalk at this time and was 
talking on the radio but the radio traffic was very busy and he believes nothing probably got through. 
Deputy Sherfey said he saw the gun land on the grass area on the south sidewalk. He saw the suspect 
run toward a gate and start to scale it. He saw the second suspect running westbound towards 
another gate and never paid attention to him again. As the first suspect was scaling the gate and 
Deputy Sherfey was at the median of Magic Mountain Parkway, he heard a gunshot or two. Deputy 
Sherfey knows the shots came from behind him but did not know who shot. Deputy Sherfey said 
he never heard a “998" put out over the radio. He said it could have been put out but the radio was 
very busy and maybe he didn’t here it. 


Deputy Sherfey said he looked back and saw Deputy Phares behind him but did not see Deputy 
Jackson or Deputy Wood. Deputy Sherfey said that he went to the gate and saw that the suspect was 
gone. Deputy Sherfey returned to the gun, recovered it and placed it in the trunk of a radio car. 
Deputy Sherfey said that as he crossed the street and heard the shots there was no traffic besides 
Sergeant Bomben. Deputy Sherfey said the suspects were later captured during a containment.

DETECTIVE MICHAEL McPHEETERS H 
Deputy McPheeters told investigators that he was working as a station detective on the day of the 
incident. Detective McPheeters said while at the station, he heard over the stations loud speaker a 


call of a silent robbery alarm at the “Bank of the West” on Magic Mountain Parkway. He said he 
knew that а While monitoring the call they heard 
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that their were two male blacks in the bank. Не and Detective Max Godinez got in a car (white 
unmarked Taurus) and drove towards Magic Mountain Parkway. As they drove westbound Magic 
Mountain Parkway he saw a radio car (Sergeant Bomben) directly in front of them in the number two 
or three lane while they traveled in the number one lane. 


While driving westbound Magic Mountain Parkway, Detective McPheeters saw two male blacks 
running from the east side of the bank out into and across Magic Mountain Parkway directly in front 
oftheir vehicle. Detective McPheeters noticed that one of the male blacks had a large frame revolver 
in his hand (nfd). As the suspect got to the center divider he flipped it up in the air. He saw the 
same male black continue running toward a gate, which leads into the apartment complex, and 
immediately scaled it. The second suspect, who was also running across the street, headed toward 
a second gate which was west of the first gate. Detective McPheeters continued driving west on 
Magic Mountain Parkway keeping an eye on the second suspect. Detective McPheeters saw that as 
the suspect reached the sidewalk he pulled a silver/chrome semi-automatic pistol from his 
waistband with his left hand. As the suspect ran he kept looking back toward the bank. Detective 
McPheeters thinks that the suspect had no idea that they were police officers because they were in 
an unmarked vehicle. As the suspect reached the gate he tried to open it, but it appeared to be locked. 
The suspect immediately turned to his left, in the direction of the bank, with the gun still in his left 
hand and pointed it in a northeast direction. He then turned back towards the gate and started to scale 
it. As he climbed the fence with his gun still in hand, Detective McPheeters heard two shots coming 
from the general area of the bank. Detective McPheeters said that the suspect continued over the 
gate and out of view. Detective McPheeters and Detective Godinez took a containment position on 
Magic Mountain Parkway until both suspects were capture. 


Detective McPheeters said that as he drove westbound on Magic Mountain Parkway and saw the 
suspect turn and point the gun towards the bank he feared for his life, other deputies and civilians 
in the area. Detective McPheeters said that fearing for his life he drew his gun and attempted to 
point it at the suspect. He said his window was rolled up and his gun struck the window. Detective 
McPheeters said that he thought the suspect was going to shoot someone and if it would have not 
been for his window being rolled up, he would have fired at the suspect. 


Detective McPheeters said that as he drove westbound on Magic Mountain Parkway he never saw 
any other deputies. He never saw who shot or where the shots came from. Detective McPheeters 
said at the time of the shooting there was absolutely no traffic on Magic Mountain Parkway. 
Detective McPheeters said that at the time he heard the shots he believed in his mind that the suspect 
was definitely a threat to all the deputies in the area and any citizens in or around the apartment 
complex.

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DEPUTY RICHARD PHARES 0 


Deputy Phares told investigators that he was working a one man car, Unit 60T1. Deputy Phares has 
been assigned to Santa Clarita Station for thirteen years. Deputy Phares said he was in the station 
when a silent alarm robbery call was dispatched. He said he was told that the same bank | 
кеше Ley gee aeaa Deputy Phares told the watch deputy to assign him to the 
call as he left the station. Deputy Phares left the station and headed to the location. He said that 
Deputy Jackson, handling unit, asked for a radio car to look through the parking lot for any suspects 
who might be in the parking lot inside any vehicles. Deputy Phares responded and went into the 
shopping center parking lot. He said he then saw Deputy Jackson drive by his radio car in a 
southernly direction. Deputy Phares said he was not sure where the bank was, so he just followed 
Deputy Jackson. As he followed Deputy Jackson he could here Deputy Jackson coordinating on the 
radio telling deputies to stay back and contain the bank. Deputy Phares said as he drove behind 
Deputy Jackson he saw a male black with light clothing come out of the bank. He then saw the 
second suspect also come out. Deputy Phares said he saw the first suspect put his hands up as if he 
was giving up. Deputy Phares then heard Deputy Sherfey on the radio saying he was holding the 
suspects at gunpoint. Deputy Jackson and Deputy Phares drove their cars closer, as they did this, 
he could see that the suspects looked very nervous and were constantly moving around. Deputy 
Phares said he stopped his car, exited with his shotgun and immediately the suspects started to run 
southbound towards Magic Mountain Parkway. Deputy Phares saw Deputy Sherfey running after 
the suspects and he followed. 


Deputy Phares said both suspects ran across the street and split, one continued straight toward a gate 
which leads into the apartment complex. The second headed westbound toward a second gate, which 
also leads into the apartment complex. Deputy Phares said he was approaching the center median 
and Deputy Sherfey was directly in front him. Deputy Phares said that he looked to see which of the 
two suspects Deputy Sherfey was going to follow. Deputy Phares said as he looked back towards 
the second suspect he heard several shots from his right. He looked to his right and saw Deputy 
Wood pointing his gun toward the second suspect and believes he saw him shoot his last round. 
Deputy Phares again looked toward the second suspect and saw him scaling the gate leading into 
the apartment complex. Deputy Phares never saw either of the suspects with a gun. Deputy Phares 
ran across the street and both suspects were out of sight. Deputy Phares took a containment spot on 
Magic Mountain Parkway. Deputy Phares never saw any radio cars on Magic Mountain Parkway and 
their was no traffic at the time. Deputy Phares said that he was not in the line of fire between the 
suspect and Deputy Wood. See Exhibit -B, Deputy Phares supplemental report. 


SERGEANT JOHN BOMBEN # ЖЕШ 
Sergeant Bomben, Community Interaction Team Sergeant, told investigators he was in the station 
when he heard a call dispatched’ of а silént robbery alarm at the “Bank of the West” on Magic 


Mountain Parkway. He heard coordination being conducted over the radio and he started to respond 
to the location. Sergeant Bomben said as he drove on McBean Parkway toward Magic Mountain 
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Parkway he saw а white Taurus driven by Detective McPheeters also on McBean Parkway. Sergeant 
Bomben drove westbound on Magic Mountain Parkway, number three lane, toward the rear of the 
bank. As he reached the rear of the bank he heard Deputy Sherfey on the radio saying that he was 
detaining the suspects at gunpoint. Sergeant Bomben also heard something about suspects running 
but he is not sure who said it. At about this time, he saw two male blacks come running from the 
east side of the bank and onto Magic Mountain Parkway directly in front of his car. The suspects ran 
in a southwest direction. Sergeant Bomben said the only other car he saw in the street at the time 
was Detective McPheeters who was directly behind him. Sergeant Bomben said he drove toward 
the suspects in an effort to cut them off but as he got closer he saw the suspect closest to him was 
holding a large black revolver in his hand. Sergeant Bomben braked and let the suspects cross the 
street and he then continued toward Town Center Drive. Sergeant Bomben made a u-turn at Town 
Center Drive and headed back toward a gate that led into the apartment complex which he saw the 
suspect going to. He never saw where the second suspect went, but he assumed he jumped a gate 
closer to Town Center Drive because he saw Detective McPheeters going in that direction. Sergeant 
Bomben said as he drove westbound on Magic Mountain Parkway he put out over the radio that the 
suspects were running on Magic Mountain Parkway. Sergeant Bomben never saw the first suspect 
toss the gun and he never saw the second suspect with a gun. Sergeant Bomben never saw any 
deputies on the street or running after the suspects. Sergeant Bomben said he never heard any shots 
being fired and only heard about the shooting later on the radio. Sergeant Bomben was not in charge 
of the field units at Santa Clarita Station at the time of th incident, Sergeant Olford was Unit 60S at 
the time. 


DETECTIVE MAX GODINEZ + 


Detective Godinez told investigators that he was working as a “Cobra Team” member. He was at the 
station when he heard a call dispatched over the radio of a silent robbery alarm at the “Bank of the 
West” on Magic Mountain Parkway. He said he and Detective McPheeters got into an unmarked 
white Taurus and drove to the location. While driving toward the location they heard a unit at the 
location advise that they saw two male blacks inside the bank. As they drove westbound on Magic 
Mountain Parkway he saw two male blacks running from the east side of the bank. He saw them run 
onto Magic Mountain Parkway directly in front of their car. The first suspect was holding a large 
black revolver in his right hand as he ran. Detective Godinez said they slowed down enough that 
he was able to momentarily exit his car and tell the suspects to stop. They kept running southbound 
as Detective Godinez and Detective McPheeters continued driving westbound on Magic Mountain 
Parkway. Detective Godinez said he saw the first suspect toss the gun toward the south sidewalk 
of Magic Mountain Parkway as he ran. As they continued driving, Detective Godinez saw the 
second suspect reaching toward his waist and it appeared that he was holding a gun. The suspect ran 
toward a gate that led into the apartment complex. 


Detective Godinez said he saw the suspect reach the gate and stop. The suspect turned to his left and 
continued to reach into his waistband. Detective Godinez saw that the suspect was holding 
something silver in his left hand which appeared to him as a gun, but much smaller than the one the 
first suspect had. The suspect then turned and started to jump the fence. Detective Godinez then 
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heard several shots being fired as the suspect jumped the gate. Detective Godinez did not see who 
shot but knew that the shots came from the direction of the bank. Detective Godinez said that their 
was no traffic in the street during the incident. See Exhibit -E, Detective Godinez’ supplemental 
report. 


DEPUTY JEFFREY JACKSON 4 


Deputy Jackson told investigators that he was working a one man car, Unit 64, assigned to Santa 
Clarita Station. Deputy Jackson said that today he received a call, handling unit, of a silent alarm 
robbery call at the “Bank of the West” on Magic Mountain Parkway. He said he got on the patch 
and started coordinating units to the location, he knew that 
ШШ Deputy Jackson said he arrived and drove into the parking lot just north of the bank. As ће 
drove in he saw two male blacks inside the bank. He immediately advised assisting units regarding 
his observations. Deputy Jackson said that two male blacks exited the bank and almost 
simultaneously one of them put his hands up. He said that Deputy Sherfey put out on the radio that 
he was detaining the suspects at gunpoint. Deputy Jackson moved his vehicle closer to the suspects 
and stopped. He retrieved his shotgun and exited the car. As he exited his car he saw the suspects 
start running southbound towards Magic Mountain Parkway. He saw Deputy Sherfey and another 
unknown deputy running after the suspects. Deputy Jackson drove his car west through the parking 
lot and out onto Town Center Drive. He drove to Magic Mountain Parkway and saw several 
deputies containing the apartment complex on the south side of Magic Mountain Parkway. 


Deputy Jackson said he never heard any shots nor did he ever see the suspects after they ran from 
the bank. Deputy Jackson said he returned to the bank and started dealing with the bank personnel 
as other deputies handled the containment and the capture of the suspects. 


Deputy Jackson said that after an investigation it was determined that a robbery did not occur. 
Deputy Jackson said that a car which was parked directly in front of the bank with its engine running, 
was a confirmed “stolen” out of LAPD. Exhibit A - Deputy Jackson’s supplemental report. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Jackson said that he knew of this ‘particular bank 
ecause of current briefings and a press 

release from detectives. He put out this information to all responding units 

during his coordination of the call. See Exhibit G - Press Release Report.

Investigators attempted to interview Suspect Corleto on January 21, 2004. Suspect Corleto said he 
did not want to talk to investigators concerning the incident. 


JOHNTAE CARR 
Booking # 7983968 


Suspect Carr was interviewed at Santa Clarita Station by investigators on January 21, 2004. He said 
he and his partner were inside the bank (nfd). He said when they walked out of the bank he saw two 
deputies in the parking lot and one behind a pillar. The deputy behind the pillar told them to stop. 
Suspect Carr said his partner told him to run. He turned and ran across Magic Mountain Parkway. 
Suspect Carr said that as he ran across Magic Mountain Parkway he heard about five shots. He 
continued to run and jumped a gate. He ran through the apartment complex and then gave up and 
was arrested by the deputies. 


Suspect Carr said he had a gun when he was running and dropped it as he jumped the gate. He said 
the gun he was carrying was a large .38 caliber handgun. He said that his partner was also carrying 
a gun but he does not know what kind it was because he never saw it.
